Liberal Arts Revision 


The Liberal Education Committee 


By definition, the humanities are most 
relevant to man because they are a study 
of himself. We give frequent lip service 
to the notion that to have their greatest 
significance, a student's educational 
experiences should be integrated. In 
actual curriculum planning and practice, 
however, it is easy to lose sight of the 
power of the humanities to unify 
divergent courses around the whole 
man, and THE STUDY OF THE 
WHOLE MAN IS WHAT LIBERAL 
ARTS IS ALL ABOUT. In order for the 
student to understand the whole man 
and thus himself, he needs exposure to 
all areas of the humanittes. HE NEEDS 
TO KNOW NOT ONLY HIS OWN SELF 
BUT ALSO THE RELATION OF THAT 
SELF TO THE WORLD AROUND HIM 
PAST, PRESENT, AND FUTURE. 


Alvin Eurich, President of the Academy 
for Educational Development, in recent- 
ly discussing the urgency of reforming 
American education, proposed that 
schools make a “direct, continuous, and 
intensive effort to teach students to 
think,” a proposal we would all applaud. 
But sinee thinking cannot be taught in 
the abstract, his supplemental opinion 
was that the ideal substance for students 
to think about is “the major ideas that 
have made a difference in civilization.” 


A Liberal Arts education forces one to 
do something that has often been pushed 
aside and that is “think.” The fact that 
this has too often been taken for granted 
is illustrated by the student in a 
philosophy class who, suddenly realizing 
what was happening in class discussion, 
shouted, “Hey!” The professor said to 
him, “Congratulations! You just had 
your first complete thought. How did it 
feel?” 

THINKING IS THE FIRST STEP 
TOWARD LIBERATION OF THE 
SELF from the narrow world of that self 
and from the tyranny of public opinion. 
Bertrand Russell's thoughts on the value 
of philosophy can apply as well to the 
Liberal Arts. Knowledge, he tells us, is 
“impaired by dominion, and therefore by 
any attempt to force the universe into 
conformity with what we’ find in 
ourselves...What it calls knowledge is 
not a union with the not-Self, but a set of 
prejudices, habits and desires, making 
an impenetrable veil between us and the 
world. The man who finds pleasure in 
such a theory of knowledge is like the 
man who never leaves the domestic 
circle for fear his word might not be 
law...Everything that depends upon 
habit, self-interest, or desire distorts the 
object...and becomes a prison to the 
intellect.”

He 
was also president of Michigan’s state-wide 
community college system. 

He learned of the Massachusetts com- 
munity college system from John Lettery, 
former president of the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, who was the higher educational 
consultant for the state of Michigan. 


Wanting to relocate from Detroit, Dimi- 
try applied last winter for the position at 
the Haverhill college.

Despite oppressive financial conditions, 
Dimitry does have some optimistic plans 
for NECC’s future. 


“I'd like to see the college extended 
more towards the community. The public 
needs to know that there’s something here 
for them,’’ he explained. 

“Certificate occupational programs, a 
child care center, and a consumer protec- 
tion service are three areas where Dimitry 
would like to see developed at the college. 

Dimitry foresees ‘one possible problem 
at the school: maintaining the human qual- 
ity it already possesses. 

It's inevitable that Northern Essex will 
undergo enrollment growth within the next 
few years. NECC has the largest enroll- 
ment of any community college in the Com- 
monwealth; there are 7600 day and evening 
students at the school. 

Dimitry fears that an increasing enroll- 
ment could minimize the personal aspect of 
the college.

Redford and Dunaway in their first 
appearance together, give “Three Days 
of the Condor” a touch of that romantic, 
Hollywood glamour. Redford exhibits his 
virility while fighting for his survival, 
and Dunaway, in a smaller role than 
most of her films, conveys the feeling of 
a modern liberated woman who is lonely. 


Although not one of Pollack’s best films, 
his most recent effort comes across as a 
good suspense thriller, and is worth 
seeing.

“Three Days of the Condor”, a Sydney 
Pollack Film, concerns itself with a 


bookreader for the CIA. Known to the 
CIA by his given code name, Condor. 
Tioner, played by Robert Redford, 
discovers that his entire company of 
bookreaders has been wiped out. Soon 
after reporting this incident to CIA 
headquarters, he finds out there is an 
enemy machine operating within the 
CIA. During the next 72 hours, almost 
everyone he trusts tries to kill him. 


Faye Dunaway, playing a New York City 
store clerk, is then kidnapped by a 
frantic, frightened Redford. He holds her 
captive in her own apartment while he 
remains in seclusion and decipher the 
CIA's plot. 


“Three Days of the Condor” is a well put 
together film fraught with suspense. The 
plot could be hyper thetically true, 
although certain aspects were played up 


‘beyond belief. An organization within 


the CTA could nossibley exist; many CIA 


on the Horn and Drum lines by the 
armed forces during the Viet Nam 
conflict. Don played an_ excellent 
Contra-bass horn.

Plourde is back playing a_ strong 
Contra-bass and still can be considered a 
top-notch horn man, by far.

I believe that when 
two people marry and when one or both 
of them accepts Christ as their Savior, 
with patience, they will be able to have 
complete understanding leading to a 
successful marriage”. 


“Permissiveness of divorce does not 
necessarily mean that God approves of 
it,” said Marion Charlesworth. To which 
Luverna Harris, also a full time student 
added, “It seems paternal to me. For 
example; a parent says toa child, ‘I don’t 
approve of what you are doing but go 
ahead and do it. You're old enough to 
make up your own decisions’ ”. 


Divorce is permitted in Deuteronomy 
24:1 which reads: “When a man hath 
taken a wife, and married her, and it 
come to pass that she find no favour in 
his eyes, because he hath found some 
uncleanness in her; then let him write a 
bill of divorcement, and give it in her 
hand, and send her out of his house”. 


Matthew 5:31 reads: “Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement”. Matthew 5:32: 
“Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
saving for the cause of fornication, 
causeth her to commit adultery: and 
whosoever shall marry her that is 
divorced connitteth adultery”.

Policy for Facilitating Student Mobility 
in Mass. Higher Education 


Introduction 


During the next decade higher education 
in Mass. will be measured, not by-growth 
as in the past, but rather by its ability to 
deliver improved academic services to 
the citizens of the Commonwealth. 


Accordingly, in 1971 the Mass. Transfer 
_ Review Council was established to foster 
improved student mobility among 
institutions of higher education. The 
Council is responsible for initiating. 
policies toward that end. In an effort to 
fulfill its role within the mandate, the 
Mass. Transfer Review Council has 
identified five major areas for investi- 
gation: 


1. opportunity for student mobility 
within the system of higher education; 


2. diversity and differentiation among 
institutions and programs; 


3. experimentation and flexibility in 
undergraduate and continuing educa- 
tion; 

4. special targeted programs for such 
groups as the poor and disadvantaged, 
older students, women, and students 
with special requirements or needs; 


5. opportunities for deferred or 


interrupted study. 


The recommendation contained in this 
report is addressed specifically to the 
issue of student mobility as reflected in 
the transfer of two-year college students 
to the upper division of four-year 
institutions. 

The Context: 


Massachusetts Public Higher Education 


Since the passage of the Willis-Harring- 
ton Act in 1965, an interlocking system 
of public higher education has been 
evolving in Mass. In the period since 
1965, the shift.away from a mere 
collection of isolated institutions to a 
network of institutional segments has 
been achieved without recourse to a

strong centralized executive structure. 
The present structure is based more on 
consensus than control. This structure 
permits institutions to exercise a high 
level of local discretion in responding to 
client needs. 


At the two-year college level, individual 
institutions have not been able to 
exercise fully this discretionary author- 
ity because of the perceived or actual 
restrictions imposed by the receiving 
institutions in the matter of transfer. 
The mission of the community college is 
to provide access to education for 
students who might . otherwise be 
excluded for a variety of reasons, 
including past academic performance, 
cultural factors, and economic limita- 
tions. To fulfill this mission the 
community college must be free to 
develop, utilize and manipulate academic 
processes in order to serve this 
population adequately. In so doing, these 
institutions often find it necessary to 
depart from conventional academic 
procedures. Consequently, a community 
college program equivalent to that of the 
lower division of a four-year college is 
often not parallel. Similarly, junior 
colleges and technical institutes in the 
private sector often have a clientele 
whose best interests are not necessarily 
best served by conventional programs. 


The viability of the consensus structure 
will to a large extent be determined by 
its demonstrated ability to adapt and 
meet student and institutional needs. A 
necessary first step is the improvement 


in the procedures involved in the 
transfer of students from two-year 
colleges to the upper division of 


four-year institutions. Currently, these 
processes are fraught with ad hoc 
decisions, uncertainty for the students, 
and a host of situational considerations 
which make it impossible to predict the 
outcome of transfer for any but the 
most capable students. 


Transfer Categories 
Students transfering credit from the 


community colleges to upper division 
institutions fall into these primary

groups: 

a) students 
courses; 

b) fully enrolled students who transfer 
prior to completion of the AA/AS 
degree; 

c) graduates with either AA or AS 
degrees.

Ideally, there should be consensus on 
policy relating to all three categories. As 
one small step toward that ideal, the 
Transfer Review Council has chosen the 
third category as the focus of its first 
policy recommendation. 


Statement of Policy 


Throughout public higher education in 
the Commonwealth an associate degree 
from any community college signatory to 
the Commonwealth Transfer Compact 
will be honored as a unit and construed 
as: (1) completion of at least 60 hours of 
work toward a baccalaureate degree, 
and (2) completion of at least 33 credit 
hours toward fulfillment of the general 
education requirements for the bac- 
calaureate degree. Further, all associate 
degree holders accept for transfer under 
the Compact will be subject to no special 
requirements beyond those specified as 
major department and/or graduation 
requirements for students who origin- 
ally enrolled in the receiving institution 
as freshmen. 


Commonwealth Transfer Compact 


Signatory institutions of public higher 
education in the Commonwealth of Mass. 
will honor this policy and adhere to the 
following: 


1. Definition of an associate degree 
transferable as a unit (contingent upon 
acceptance for admission) toward a 
baccalaureate degree as the equivalent 
of 60 credit hours of undergraduate 
college-level study, including: 


a) 6 hours of English/eommunication 
b) 9 hours of behavioral/social sciences 
c) 9 hours of humanities/fine arts 

d) 9 hours of mathematics/sciences

e) the remaining credits to be on a 
college level. 


2. The awarding, upon acceptance, of the 
full number of credits earned while 
enrolled in the associate degree 
program. 


3. Continuous review and evaluation of 
the implementation of this policy and

Classifications 


1. Students changing programs (e.g., 
liberal arts to engineering) may expect 
that it will require more than four 
semesters to complete the sequence of a 
new major. 


2."“D” credit will be accepted toward the 
baccalaureate degree, but a receiving 
institution is required to apply “D” 
credit toward a major only if it does so 
for “native” students, that is, students 
who enrolled in the four-year institution 
as freshmen. ; 

3. This unit transfer policy will 
accomplish the twin objectives of (1) 
providing unlimited opportunities for 
instructional and curricular flexibility in 
the two-year college sector, and (2) 
assigning to each two-year college full 
responsibility for meeting standards of 
equivalence for all programs submitted 
as transferable. 


4. Course credit for transfers from 
programs not conforming to Compact 
specifications will be evaluated by the 
receiving institutions according to the 
applicability of those courses to the 
baccalaureate program in the major field 
of the student. 


5. This Compact is consistent with 
recommendations of the Association of 
American Colleges, American Associa- 
tion of Community/Junior Colleges, and 
the American Association of Collegiate 
Registrars and Admissions Officers, 
represented in the PUBLICATION 
GUIDELINES for Improving ARTI- 
CULATION BETWEEN JUNIOR AND 
SENIOR COLLEGES.

Wheel Chair Accessibility at NECC

In the November 6 issue of this 
newspaper, an article appeared bringing 
up an old issue that most thought as 
settled - the problem of wheel-chair 
accesibility on this campus. 


The article entitled “Will there be an 
Elevator”, was written by a man who 
knows the position of the handicapped, 
for his means of travel while on campus 
is in a wheel-chair. It is only right that 
he speak up. 


We back Richard Lafontaine in his 
struggle for equality. Also, we ask that a 
study be made of the _ problems 
Lafontaine focused on: 


The article pointed out the need for a 
wheel-chair passage to make access to 
the LRC from the Classroom Building 
easier. Now, for one in a wheel-chair to 
go to the LRC from the Classroom 
Building, one has to go to the student 
parking lot outside the Classroom 
Building, then travel the road by the 
Applied Science Building, then up the 
sidewalk. 


This travel procedure must be a long 
haul in any season. But it surely must be 
frigid during the winter months when 
that cold wind is whipping through the 
campus. 


Lafontaine also noted the inability for a 
handicapped person to reach’ the third 
floor of the Applied Science Building. 
This predicament seems ridiculous in 
this modern age of technology and ...oh 
yes, elevators. 


What most of us take for granted, like 
walking up to a water fountain to wash 
away the dust of the long ride. Or to 
stroll to the bathroom when the need to 
do so is called for, may just be on the 
difficult side for a handicapped person, 
especially if the facilities are designed 
for people with regular mobility. 


A person ina wheel-chair is handicapped 
in the matter of one depending on the 
wheel-chair to get him aroung, “legs” so 
as to speak. This fact should be kept first 
in mind. Sorrowfully it has not been, 


much to our dismay. 

There are adequate facilities on this 
campus designed for the handicapped. 
They are located in the lavatories, 
bottom floor, of the Student Union 
Building. However, they are the only 
such facilities on campus. What ever 
happened to the old cliche, “If you got to 


go, you got to go”? 


One problem remains, it is truly in the 
sense of the word a big one: The ten foot 
doors you encounter every day on 
campus. These doors weigh several 
hundred pounds, and they are often 
found very heavy and hard to open. So 
how could a person in a wheel-chair 
confront such monsters? : 


No time should not be lost before looking 
into these matters. There should be no 
squabble over who pays the bills for 
these necessary adjustments (Who 
designed this school?), What we are 
dealing with here is people. 

God only knows why these people have 
to live their lives seated in a wheel-chair. 
And hopefully medical technology will 
conquer the day of the wheel-chair - of 
the handicapped. But until that day, 
facts are facts. 

These handicapped individuals around 
campus know what it means to get an 
education, they. see the benefits 
involved. Like everyone, they too desire 
a happy, normal life under the 
circumstances. They have our support 


and should have the support of everyone ~ 


else on this campus. They should be 
looked at as more than just a deficit in an 
accounting book. 


It is about time people start treating all 
people as their brothers. We can think of 
no finer place to start than in an 
institution of higher learning, such as 
Northern Essex Community College. 


In the future, we hope to have a greater 
number of handicapped people attend 
this school. With inadequate facilities at 
their disposal they would surely turn 
away - hopefully not from an education.

It also 
advises all other committees, acts for the 
council in emergency situations and 
represents the council during vacation 
periods. 


THE STUDENT ACADEMIC AF- 
FAIRS COMMITTEE: 
4 seats at large 


The Academic Affairs Committee 
studies and makes recommendations to 
the council concerning academic stand- 
ards, grading systems, academic sus- 
pension, standards of admission, aca 
demic advising and requirements for 


degrees. 

The members of this committee shall 
also serve on the board of recourse and 
review to which any member of the 
student body may make representations 
in all areas of student academic affairs. 
CULTURAL AFFAIRS COMMITTEE: 
2 seats at large 

The Cultural Affairs Committee plans an 
annual program of cultural affairs to be 
provided either for the students, faculty, 
and staff as for the community, or all 
three. It also serves as official liason of 
the college to the community in the area 
of cultural events and affairs. 

If you have paid tuition you should 
demand a voice in the governing process 
of this school. You should be interested 
in the direction of your education and its 
relevance to your own life and goals. If 
you are, and would like more information 
concerning these committee appoint 
ments contact any member of the 
student council or come to a student 
council meeting on any Thursday in 
room 133 of the Student Center, 1-3p.m. 


I would like to remain anonymous as | 
believe we should all move together in 
strengthening our position as students 
on this campus.

Office and Business Education 


A. The board shall act on all matters of 

dispute arising on the floor of the council 
which involves a conflict of interpre- 
tation of a stated procedure or/a 
procedure which has not as yet been 
defined; and whose solution has been 
determined by the council to be too time 
consuming a process to settle during 
regular business session. 


B. The board shall hear and act on 
complaints brought before it by students 
which may indicate violations of student 
academic rights and by the process of 
investigation shall determine the va- 
lidity of such allegations and assist the 
student/s in the remainder of process 
presently provided by the college as 
defined in the Student Handbook under 
the Charter of the Academic Council; 
sub-committee Board of Recourse and 
Review. 


Procedures: 


Meetings: a specific meeting time shall 
be selected and maintained by the 
committee; times to be posted by the 
chairman. 


Meetings shall be closed to all except the 
committee in all cases concerning 
Purpose A, and to all non-related parties 
concerning Purpose B. 


Duties, Powers and Procedures 
concerning Purpose A 


1. The Board shall only act on such 
matters as determined by the council, 
and shall not at any time act of its own 


accord. 

2. The power of the board is one of 
recommendation; all final decisions will 
be ratified by the council. 

The board shall attempt to analyze the 
disputes from a non-bias standpoint and 
attempt to derive a_ satisfactory 
solution/s by a careful consideration of 
the evidence presented by testimony or 
documentation concerning the dispute. 
The committee shall submit its findings 
to the council during regular business 
session for final settlement by the 
council. 


Duties, Powers and Procedures 
concerning Purpose B 


1. The board shall listen to all student 
allegations concerning academic vio- 
lations. 

2. The board shall determine after 
hearing the allegations whether investi- 
gation is needed and shall appoint a 
member to assist the student in 
gathering the evidence necessary to 
prove the validity of said allegations. 

3. Having determined the validity of the 
allegations the board shall assist the 
student throughout the appeal proce- 
dure provided by the college and shall 
persist in all efforts in cases where 
academic rights have been clearly 
violated. 

4. the committee should exhaust all 
possibilities in its investigations; to 
include soliciting testimony from other 
students who may be able to cooroborate 
the evidence presented by the student/s 
concerned. 

The Review Board needs (five) 5 
members. Membership is open to every 
student on campus. The Student Council 
will review all nominations and will then 
appoint the necessary 5 members. 


I cannot emphasize enough how 
important this is, and I hope that there 
will be a large number of nominations for 
these positions. 


Student Council Decides

One of the most important decisions the 
NECC student council representatives 
make each year is the allocation of 
Student Activity funds which will total 
over $80,000 this year. Traditionally 
they have allocated approximately; 20% 
to athletics, 20% to social activities, 40% 
to organizations and special needs;the 
remaining 20% can be used by President 
Dimitry for college related expenses 


At the last council meeting President 
Dimitry was there to discuss an increase 
in tuition or possible $25 general fee 
increase per semester. The council was 
aware that a tuition increase would send 
the additional monies to the state and a 
general fee increase would keep the 
additional monies on this campus. They 
agreed that if an increase is necessary 
they would prefer general fee increase. 


Other Student Council Business

The new gravel parking lot providing 
325 additional parking spaces has been 
funded by $4,000 of student activities 
funds, bookstore, and food services 
monies.

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Dean Peroni’s Turkish Delight: Doris Ritter

Istanbul was once described as a 
beautifully ugly city--a contradiction in 
terms which is understandable only 
when one visualizes a city which has 
withstood the ravages of time and the 
rape of conquerors only to stand 
imperturbably romantic with its min- 
arets and mosques framed by the 
Bosphorus. 


Turkey is a country which is slowly 
coming into the Twentieth Century, 
taking on some of the more unfortunate 
aspects of Western civilization in terms 
of the traffic of its major cities, the 
high-rise apartments which border its 
highways into the cities--and the 
ever-present pollution from the ancient 
U.S. manufactured cars (vintage 1945 
and up). Apparently a new car has not 
yet become the status symbol it is in this 
country since the streets and highways 
are glutted with these old cars--kept, 
however, in tiptop shape by their owners 
since in most cases they are a means of 
livelihood for delivery and taxi service. 


Turkey is the cross-roads between 
Europe and Asia Minor and one has only 
to cross the Bosphorus to find oneself on 
the Asian side of the country. For this 
reason one is always aware of the 
variety and spice of the two cultures 
which is evident in the still-standing old 
houses which reflect the Russian 
architectural style as contrasted with 
the modern apartment buildings which 
crowd this city of millions. 


My husband and I decided on Turkey 
this time round because we regretted 
not having stopped on our last trip to 
Greece--and Turkey, particularly Is- 
tantul, conjured up fantasies of the 
Arabian nights, of the Orient Express, of 
international spies--of all the mysteries 
of this particular part of the world. Well, 
what there is of that for the casual 
visitor is more in the imagination than in 
the eye. 


I had been forewarned about possible 
hostility to Americans, about pick- 
pockets, and about the dangers lurking 
in dark streets. Since Mike and I do most 
of our sightseeing on our own--walking 
miles, riding buses and streetcars and 
asking directions for this place and 
that-I can vouch for the fact that we 
encountered little or no hostility because 
we were Americans (as a matter of fact I 
noticed considerable curiosity directed 
towards me as an American woman since 
tourism from this country is not like 
what it is in other parts of Europe). 


As to pickpockets--we were careful, and 
as to mobility after dark we found the 
people we encountered friendly and 
helpful. 


Istanbul is a crowded, dirty city chockful 
of stores, apartments and apartments 
built on top of stores. The traffic is 
hazardous both for driver and pedestrian 
since the streets are narrow, often 
cobblestoned and very, very hilly. 
Apparently arrangements have never 
been made to accommodate all these cars 
with partking spaces or parking garages, 
so it’s often first-come, first-served for 
parking. The already narrow sidewalks 
are made impassable by the fact that 


cars are parked wherever the driver 
finds a space--doubled - parked, triple - 
parked--whatever. We wondered what 
happened to the driver who had to leave 
early! 


One of wonders of Turkey is the Grand 
Bazaar or Covered Bazaar, ten miles of 
winding, narrow streets given over 
entirely to shops of all kinds, surrounded 
by streets which are allotted to specific 
trades such as leather works, copper 
vendors and bronze workers. But buyer 
beware! The streets in front of the shops 
of the Bazzar are loaded with hawkers, 
shills and fellows whose prime job is to 
lure the shopper into his shop. And once 
in be prepared for the hard sell. 
Bargaining is de riguer and 35 to 40 
per cent of the original price is about 
right. It takes a strong constitution and 
an equally strong will to survive the 
Bazzar! 


Surrounded as it is by water, the cuisine 
of the country is fish--fresh from the 
Bosphorus and grilled, fried or however 
it’s delicious. The variety, generally, is 
fish or shish-kebab and each meal is 
preceded by an elaborate hors d’oeurve 
foreigh and distinctive. You either like it 
or you don't.

We saw the usual sights: Topkapi palace

jewel by descending through the 
ceiling). I still don’t understand how 
those gals walked around such a drafty 
building with nothing by gauzy veils. 
The Treasury is something to see, 
however. It's just impossible to imagine 
rubies, diamonds, emerals as big as one's 
hand. Or massive thrones made entirely 
of gold and studded with jewels. It truly 
boggles the mind. Then there was a 
grandeur of the Santa Sophia and the 
Blue Mosque, imcomparable since it is 
nothing like the cathedrals of the 
western world--predating them in time 
and history and redolent of the rule of 
Constantine, the Byzantine Empire and 
the autocracy of the Sultans of the 
various empires.

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Recollections

The one teacher who scared all of us 
theologs in our seminary days was 
Edgar Sheffield Brightman. He taught a 
course in philosophy of religion. Author, 
lecturer, and scholar, he was the 
renowned and leading proponent of the 
school of philosophy known as personal- 
ism. He also expounded an intriguing 
theory about personal freedom. 


He reasoned that freedom was the child 
of discipline. He would cite the case of a 
master in some field like music. Behind 
and beneath the freedom to compose and 
to interpret the masters on the keyboard 
lay a hard, long discipline of scales and 
etudes and more scales. Dr. Brightman 
felt this to be true of scholarship as well. 


Our term papers had to be perfect in 
form, spelling, grammar, and usage, as 
well as in philosophy. His contention was 
that if one were careless in his writing, 
he would be careless in his thinking and 
speaking. Clear thinking led to clear 
speaking and writing. Under such a 
regimen it was nearly impossible to 
achieve an A in his course, but those of 
us who achieved a C felt prouder of it 
than of an A in some other course. 


One day a student, while smoking a 
cigarette on the steps of the seminary, 
met Dr Brightman who was arriving for 
a lecture. (In those days a seminarian 


colleague. First mistake. I worked three 
months preparing the first chapter of my 
dissertation on brainwashing. With 
pride I gave it to Dr. DeWolf (my 
“colleague”) and retired to wait for his 
approval. One week later I received it in 
the mail. I opened the envelope eagerly. 
A note read: 


This chapter in no way represents the 
quality of work that will earn a Ph.D. 
degree for you from this institution.

I was stunned. The pit of my stomach 
was lead. I felt a little sick. I hardly 
remember driving home. Days later I 
got the courage to make an appointment 
with him to talk about the future. After 
all, I had finished my 48 hours of course 
work with almost straight A’s. I had 
passed language examinations in Ger- 
man and French. I had passed four 
comprehensive examinations in the 
broader aspects of my field. Was it all to 
go for naught? 


Over the next year I learned more about 
precise communication than I had in all 
my previous education. Chapters were 
written, changed, discarded, and 

re-written till I thought I would surely 
take the dissertation to the grave with 
me unfinished. Many times I longed for 
freedom from the rigorous, stern, 
punctilious standards of Dr. DeWolf. But 
in the end I knew what I had written.

A broad education, therefore, is 
necessary if one is to become truly 
FREE. One cannot develop a spirit of 
free and critical inquiry, intellectual 
integrity and open response to facts, 
situations, and the words and ideas of 
others by studying those areas which 
support an already conditioned, familiar, 
and comfortable view of reality. He is 
merely reinforcing certian prejudices 
and limitations, 


A PERSON DEVELOPS, HIS PER- 
SONALITY EXPANDS BY BEING 
CHALLENGED. Nevitt Sanford in 
WHERE COLLEGES FAIL tells us: 


For change to occur, there must be 
internal or external stimuli which upset 
his existing equilibrium, which cause 
instability that existing modes of 
adaptation do not suffice to correct, and 
which thus require the person to make 
new responses and so to expand his 
personality. If the stimuli are minor or 
routine [the student] instead of changing 
will simply react as he has before...It is 
the job of the educator to keep 
challenging this structure in the interest 
of growth - a job made difficult by the 
‘prematurity’ of many college students, 
who feel they already know what they 
want to be and how they want to live. 


There are other realities to consider. 
Many professions require a_ strong 
Liberal Arts background before a 
student is accepted for more specialized 
education. In addition, given the present 
employment situation, a strong back- 
ground with exposure to many areas is 
important in the “re-tooling” process 
which gives the Liberal Arts student 
more options in the job market. If 
Northern Essex does not provide this 
background, then it is depriving the 
Liberal Arts student of the confidence 
and academic support he needs to 
compete in transfer programs and in the 
existing job market. An employer or 
admissions director knows the reputa- 
tion of a particular college and the 
reputation of the Liberal Arts division is 
threatened under the existing program. 
He knows the number of required 
subjects vs. the number of electives. He 
knows, therefore, whether or not the 
individual has the basic background to 
handle a certain educational or occupa- 
tional program. -Grants, ete., are also 
given to those students with a wider 
backyround.

Liberal Arts Cont. 


As a comprehensive community college, 
Northern Essex has the responsibility of 
offering courses comparable to those 
offered at 4 year state institutions. If 
courses are no longer available because 
students are not exposing themselves to 
important areas, then those students 
who are really concerned about quality 
education and a strong background are 
losing out. Also worth memtioning is the 
fact that many state schools are going 
back to requiring courses since they 
have found that a liberal elective system 
is hurting the student in the long run. 


The Commonwealth Transfer Compact 
(effective since Fall of 1974) is one 
example. Presidents of the 5 sectors of 
higher education in Massachusetts 
signed this Compact providing for the 
following: 

Definition of an associate degree 
transferable as a unit toward a 
baccalaureate degree as the equivalent 
of 60 credit hours of undergraduate 
college-level study, including: 


6 hours of English/communication 

9 hours of behavioral/social sciences 
9 hours of humanities/fine arts 

9 hours of mathematics/sciences 


The recent study of electives chosen by 
Liberal Arts A.A. degree recipients 
shows us that some students have 
graduated from Northern Essex with a 
“Liberal Arts” degree without ever 
having had a literature or a_ history 
course. A large number have never 
taken philosophy, fine arts, or foreign 
language. Perhaps this was the same 
type of study that led Harvard 30 years 
ago to abandon its free elective system. 
Educators recognized that this “cafe- 
teria approach” to curriculum planning 
did not provide students with the broad 
general education they needed. 


Finally, another reality that all students 
will face is the inerease in leisure time. 
Viktor Frankl] warns-us about “Sunday 
neurosis,” which sets in when man is 
faced with leisure time and confronts the 
“vacuum” which his limited world has 
brought him to. He often finds that his 
world is meaningless when he stops long 
enough to think about it. The mind that 
has expanded and developed in many 
areas is much more capable of handling 
this increase in free time. We’ must, 
therefore, educate for leisure as well. It 
is our responsibility as educators to do 
so.

This past 
summer he attended the Red Cross Craft 
Instructors School in Hew Hampshire. 
He is currently planning to go to the 
Outward Bound QOUtdoor Leadership 
School in Colorado this coming year. The 
quality of our Outdoor Programs are 
reflective of this dynamic and self 
initiating Outdoor Education Instructor 
we are so fortunate to have.

It is vital that you 
as an individual demonstrate your 
feelings on this important issue. 


Mr. Beal has been extensively involved 
in emphasizing the importance and 
necessity of having a physical education 
curriculum aimed at providing an 
opportunity for men and women to 
“increase their skills, develop physical 
fitness and improve their health and 
vitality”. 


Weare constantly getting feedback from

2. We do not have the reserves to call 
on either in personnel or in dollars that 
the other segments of higher education 
do; hence, we do not have their 
flexibility in meeting this kind of budget 
crisis for the following reasons: 


Community Colleges 


a. We so not have the imcome, long 
standing trust funds, high and numerous 
student fees, such as the other 
institutions have. 

b. All of our faculty teach full-time as 
distinct from doing research and writing 
books, so that we do not have the 
mobility of taking them from research 
and writing and putting them to work 
teaching classes in this kind of crisis. 


c. We are smaller colleges with much 
smaller budgets that do not allow us the 
budgetary flexibility the larger colleges 
have. 


d. 80% to 85% of our budgets go to pay 
salaries so even with the ability to 
transfer among accounts, we have very 
little latitude. In a word, we have always 
been austere; hence, there has never 
been “fat” in our budgets. 


e. The cost of salaries, heat, light and 
power constitutes 86.7% of the total 
expenditures; the remaining funds do 
not represent flexibility or “fat”. 


3. No funds for library books, serials, 
periodicals, or the like will be 
appropriated in the Fy 1976 budget. This 
is going to have a serious impact on the 
continued development of * »mprehen- 
sive libraries and learning resource 
centers. Somehow, monies need to be 
found to accommodate existing de- 
mands. Many colleges, for example, have 
an $8,000 serials bill which must be paid. 
In addition, on the average each college 
must replace nearly $7,000 worth of 
books which were stolen last year. Also, 
colleges have on file thousands of dollars 
of requests from faculty members for 
materials which their students need.

Liberal Arts program and the college 
have failed. They feel that all this 
“freedom” in the long run limits their 
freedom. 


The possibilities for the Liberal Arts 
curriculum are vast, and certainly we 
would all agree that the curriculum 
should be flexible. Students are more 
important to us than boundaries. But 
flexibility does not mean lack of form. 
We need a program not a collection of 
courses. This program should express a 
thoughtful, well-articulated educational 
philosophy and should give students as 
comprehensive and understanding as 
possible of the world they will enter 
after graduation. 


Finally, there is a widespread agreement 
that one of the major aims of education is 
the search for a view of reality. The 
humanist has worked to formulate a 
view of man. However, as John 
Courtney Murray reminds us in 
HUMANISTIC EDUCATION AND 
WESTERN CIVILIZATION, “Unless 
the student comes to know the scientific 
story of the world and the scientific 
picture of man.,.he cannot intelligently 
get on toward his higher aim, whieh is 
the building of a view of ALL reality.” If 
we are concerned, then, with the 
WHOLE STUDENT, we must also be 
concerned as we are in our current 
discussion with working toward the 
strongest integration of humanistie and 
scientific studies in our curriculum. The 
integration won't occur by accident. It 
will be the result of thoughtful, 
professional design.
